ROB PiAYPGRD: So far this year we've been concen 
[rating on promoting the albums we've had out and 
we've been recruiting people from around the IJK to 
compile "regionaJ-based''' albums,,,the first one of those 
was done by DJ Pulse and features Alex Reese and Wax 
Doctor, etc, all artists from the Center of bug]and. The 
second was compiled by EZ Mlerz and featured PPM & 
Fly iron Lx, etc-mostly East of England artists, The next 
one will be compiled by James from Essence of Aura 
which will feature Northeast England artists...the DAT’s 
should be coming thru very shortly Simon from 2 Rad 
Mice is busy compiling an albumwith tunes from 
around Hartfortshire, where Moving Shadow 
started,,.that one will have Cloud 9, blame, Omni Trio, 
Foul Play & myself if I r ve got time to do the track. 

JUNGLIZED; Speaking of time,.,that's obviously 
something you don't have too much of lately. What 
other projects are keeping you busy? 

ROE PLAYFORD; Yeah, rime hasn't been very kind to 
me lately. I've just finished another Metalbeadz album 
with Goldie, which we started around last spring. 
Mostly we've been tied up with touring since we've 
been out supporting Bjork all around Europe & the 
States, Then came back to England and embarked on 
our own tour of the UK. Now Summer's come around 
again, and it's time to do all the festivals & stuff. But 
we've been touring for pretty much a year straight. With 
what little time we have had in the studio, we've just 
been doing some remixes, which is pretty nice tho. 


JUNGLIZED: Back u> Moving Shadow, what new 
artists have you signed recently & what's gonna be 
released this summer? 

ROB PLAYFORD: We've got quite a few new artists 
really, I mean, we've gotten so much good stuff sent to 
us by friends of people who say, "Hey look, I've got a 
track, do you wanna put it out?' 1 ' And it's like, oh my god, 
the tracks are just so good these days! It used to be a 
case of we'd get so much stuff given to us & it would be 
basically just crap. People just wanted to do it but there 
is so many talented people out there now. it's nice that 
they realize that Moving Shadow is one of the originals 
and obviously we're still here. You only have to look 
around lo see the people in the scene that can still be 
trusted, cause they're still about and selling plenty of 
records & showing their faces everywhere!

We start¬ 
ed the ball rolling with die Omni Trio album which was 
the first proper one. ! mean, there were a Few before 
that, but nobody was really serious, it was more like a

Moving Shadow doesn't necessarily have to release 
jungle either.

ROB PLAYFORD: This is another little lino of promo¬ 
tion that other people weren 't doing the way we thought 
it should be done, which goes right back to why I starred 
the label in tire first place. With lhe clothing, um, no 
one was really doing anything for the girls, Anri seeing 
what they were wearing in the clubs over here in the 
States, it’s just fantastic! So we decided to get a 
couple of girls involved and came out with some 
clothing aimed directly at females and that's 
been going very well.

"Since I've been doing it, I’ve gotten a bit of 
respect in the sceneT says Jay, "I feel really 
good if Randall or someone gives me props for 
the magazine, I feel like I'm doing some 
good...cause Pm aiming the magazine directly 
at the people in the scene & Pm in this scene as 
much as everyone else."

only existed for just over a year now, the 
"Ledge" crew (Colin Steven, Rachel Patey, Dj 
Dazee. etc..,) from Bristol have put together a 
colorful 'zine, full of jungle info, interviews and 
all that goes with it.
